iiicc.  During  the  past  y(>ar  tlu'iv  has  been  very  little  business  for  ilic 
lioard  of  (Jeneral  Purposes  (»r  the  (Jrand  Lodge  ((Ulcers;  no  dispntrs, 
no  appeals,  and  therefore  no  dtn-isions.  Although  my  expecrtatioiis  in 
regard  to  new  bulges  have  not  been  fnily  realized,  I  tlo  not  (h'H|i,iir. 
but  havty  full  contidence  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we.  aihl 
our  children  sliall  rcjoict;  in  seeing  th(!  valleys  of  the  surrouniliiL,' 
forests  become  happy  homos  for  thousands  of  peojdo,  and  the  nioiint 
uins  of  our  udojjted  country  give  ii|)  their  hiibbjn  treasures  of  nuiu  iil 
wealth  to  enrich  its  inhabitants;  enabling  them  to  build  uj)  cities  und 
to  beautify  and  adorn  tiie  tempU^s  that  shall  be  erected  to  the  true  ainl 
living  (rod.  In  consid<>ring  over  tho  changes  that  have  taken  place  in 
the  province  within  the  last  ten  years,  tho  admira'^V  Manner  our  uiiii'li 
beloved  order  has  kept  together,  increased  in  wealth  and  not  diniiii- 
isliod  in  nundiors,  is  surprising,  when  we  consider  tho  numbers  of 
Brethren  with  property  and  means  who  have  left  the  province,  aiiil 
gone  to  reside  in  dill'erent  parts  of  the  world,  som(?  in  Asia,  sonn'  in 
Europe,  some  in  Australia,  some  in  different  parts  of  America,  rinl 
some  in  Africa. 

I  have  been  personally  ac(inaiated  with  more  than  sixty  Uretlnvii 
that  have  left  the  province  during  the  above  period  to  seek  homes  in 
other  countries,  but  I  hope  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  we  shall  he 
blessed  with  an  increase  of  material  fit  for  the  temple. 

There  is  one  consolation,  liowever,  that  during  these  great  ehangos 
there  has  boon  a  determination  to  let  no  one  enter  but  tho  worthy,  gdoil 
and  true;  and  at  the  same  time  to  cleanse  the  hive  of  the  drones,  ami 
detach  the  worthless  material  from  the  building,  thus  placing  tlic 
craft  in  a  much  better  position  than  could  reasonably  be  expectiil 
under  tho  ciicumstances.  It  is  therefore  with  pleasure  I  meet  yoU  again 
at  tlie  Summer  solstice,  hoping  that  we  may  be  led  to  contemplate  the 
mighty  works  of  the  Great  Jehovah,  and  return  him  thanks  for  his 
manifold  blessings,  and  be  worthy  examples  of  the  goodness  and  tidtlitv 
of  our  patron,  St.  John  tlio  Bai)tist.

lu  the  afternoon  of  St.  John's  D.iy,  Doccmbor  27th,  assisted  by 
s(!Voral  Grand  Lodge  OJUeers,  I  installed  the  olficors  of  Vaneouver- 
Qii  idra  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  in  the  evening  attended  a  nrisieal  soiree 
f,'iven  by  the  Brethren  of  that  Lodge,  ass'sted  by  the  Brethren  of 
Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  which  Avas  a  great  suecess,  considering  the 
UK'lcmci)  V  of  the  weather,  between  two  and  three  hundred  being  pres- 
ent.

This  subject,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  f  ullv 
dealt  with  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  C(n'respondence;  l)ut  +!umc  is 
a  short  re^jort  fr<im  Brother  Mackintosh  Balfour,  Grand  Master  ol'  nil 
India,  in  the  quartci'ly  communication  for  August,  1880,  of  the  (inuul 
Lodge  of  Scotland,  worthy  of  esi)ecial  notice,  and  I  have  taken  the 
liberty  of  making  the  following  extract:  (in  addressing  the  Must 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  Scotland,  Biother  Balfour  said),  "  1  uiii 
t.xwe  it  would  ati'ord  you.  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Siv,  vcu-y  great  satis- 
faction to  be  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  lodge  of  all  Imlia. 
You  would  there  meet,  not  only  the  Parsees,  whose  national  cost  nines 
have  not  unfreqtumtly  been  seen  in  this  hall,  but  Musselmen  (ilhutli 
sects,  Hindoos,  Jews,  Arabs,  Portuguese*,  liAloo-Europeans  and  Euro- 
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peans,  and  you  would  fully  appreciate  the  intelligent  interest  which 
thoy  all  take  in  the  work  of  the  Lodge."  Brethren,  I  look  upon  these 
principles  and  practices  as  the  true  ground  work  of  our  ancient  insti- 
tution, and  hope  they  will  forever  he  held  sacred  in  this,  our  beloved 
order,  and  that  wc  may  always  tolerate  the  good  anil  upright  of  every 
creed.  There  is  a  variety  of  interesting  matter  in  the  proceedings 
from  other  Grand  Lodges,  but  I  should  be  intruding  on  the  duties  anil 
privileges  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  by  continuing 
this  subject.  I  have  recommended  the  appointment  of  the  following 
IJrethren  as  Grand  Rei)resentatives  near  this  Grand  Lodge.

From  eiKiuiry  I  liml  that  ovory  call  for  relief  has  b^en  cheerfully 
mot  I  have  to  ask  you  to  sanction  the  doiiacion  of  twenty  live  clollius 
by  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  with  my  consent,  to  the  Anatolia 
Relief  Fund,  by  the  urgent  recjuest  of  our  Brethren  in  Constantinojilc. 
to  assist  in  relieving  the  destitution  in  Asia  Minor. 

CHAKirY,— Let  me  call  your  attention  again  to  this  heavenly  vir- 
tue and  Masonic  duty.  Every  member  of  our  order  is  expected  to 
interest  himself  in  works  of  charity  and  benevolence,  not  only  liy 
assisting  the  officers  that  are  appointed  to  this  especial  duty,  but  by 
taking  such  interest  in  carrying  out  the  nobli  principles  of  our  insti- 
tution, that  shall  bring  joy  to  the  sorrowful,  comfort  to  the  wretched, 
relief  to  the  destitute,  and  consolation  to  those  that  ai*e  iu  trouble. 
Tills  duty  is  imperative  on  every  member.  Although  he  may  not 
reside  in  the  vii'inity  of  a  Lodge,  and  may  not  be  a  Past  Master  or 
Grand  Lodge  Officer,  it  does  not  relieve  him  from  this  sacred  duty, 
but  should  stimulate  such  Brethren  to  be  ever  ready  and  willing  to 
fulfil  this  important  obligation,  for  by  neglecting  the  true  and  worthy 
in  the  hour  of  need,  yon  are  violating  the  most  vital  principles  that 
you  have  solemnly  pledged  to  perform. 

■       FRATERNAL  DEAD. 


The  joys  and  sorrows  of  another  year  havo  passed  from  time  to 
Eternity,  and  called  several  of  our  Brethren  from  labor  to  rest,  leaving 
the  disconsolate  widows  and  orphans  to  mourn  their  loss;  and  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  it  is  unnc^cessary  for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  your 
duty  under  these  distressing  circumstances,  for  I  have  never  found  the 
members  of  the  craft  in  this  Province  wanting  in  the  discharge  oi'  this 
important  work  when  there  has  been  any  need  of  their  services  or 
assistance,  biit  I  would  call  your  attention.  Brethren,  to  the  necessity 
of  being  prepared  to  meet  our  inevitable  destiny  with  calm  serenity. 

There  has  been  several  deaths  of  eminent  Brethren  in  other  juris 
dictions,  the  report  of  which  I  shall  leave  to  their  Grand  Ropresciita 
tives,  or  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

I  am  desirous  of  giving  every  brother  the  opportunity  of  performing 
the  woi'k  that  has  been  allotted  to  him,  and  I  am  sure  it  would  be  vory 
interesting  and  instructive  to  occasionally  hoar  a  short  discourse  on  the 
life  and  conduct  of  some  of  our  old  masonic  veterans  in  other  juris- 
dictions, who  have  been  called  from  labor  to  rest. 
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PRINTING. 

Several  amendments  having  boon  made  in  the  Constitution,  I 
wouUl  suggest  the  advisability  of  having  it  carefully  revised  and  re- 
printed at  your  earliest  convenience.

advaniHi  "Fnv>  Masonry."  It  is  iilso  ai)])ar<>nt  that  our  lirothron  in  tliis 
Sistor  Colony  like  ourselv(>s  hav(>  Ixvn  sul)j<'(rt<>d  to  the  iritation  iiinl 
vexation  of  frequent  dcdays  in  receivinp;  replies  to  eoniniunieatiotis 
with  their  Mother  (irand  Ijodj^es,  as  well  as  having  to  remit  annually 
large  sums  of  money  towards  the  sujiport  of  Home  Masonic,  Charities 
which  conld,  owing  the  their  remote  position,  be  better  devotc^d  to  ic 
lief  in  their  own  immediate  vicinity.  Home  INIasons  I  notice  have 
argued  that  our  I?r(>thren  in  N.  S.  W.  w<>re  unable  to  manage  tlicir 
own  affairs,  and  that  the  time  had  not  arrived  for  the  formation  of  an 
indei>endent  (Irand  Tiodgo.  Others  again  say  that  even  admitting  these, 
the  Home  Orand  Lodges  .should  have  been  applied  to,  i^-c.  In  repl  v  te 
these  arguments  I  would  humbly  submit  that  nil  the  steps  taken  in 
the  establishment  were  in  nniaon  with  Masonic^  Custom  and  in  fact  the 
only  ones  applicable,  which  could  have  be(Mi  adoi)ted  under  the  ex- 
ceptionally peculiar  circumstances  with  which  our  13rethren  were 
surrounded.  They  wont  to  work  systematically,  t(Mnperately,  resjiert- 
fully  and  masonically,  and  their  efforts  have  now  ho.on  crowned  witli  u 
success  in  keeping  with  their  pertinency  and  we  find  them  witli  '20 
Lodges  in  full  blast  (four  (U*  five  in  the  course  of  formation)  witli  an 
aggregate  of  some  800  Members  and  not  only  gradually  but  rapidly 
extending  their  banners.  Grand  Master,  Hon.  James  Squire  Faiuiell:

MISCELIiANEOTTS. 

The  "United  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  Cuba"  has  been  ottieiiilly 
recognized  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  usual  Exchange  of  Kepr(>sentii 
tives  eflfecttHl  and,  excepting  some  slight  difference  of  opinion  witli  tlio 
Grand  Orient  of  Madrid  as  to  Supreme  Masonic  jurisdiction,  appears  to 
be  going  steadily  ahead. 

Correspondence,  both  to  and  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  tlu' 
year  commencing  June,  1880,  ami  ending  Juno,  1881,  will  bo  placed  bo- 
fore  yon,  and  such  portions  of  it  will  bo  rea'.  and  discussed  by  tlic 
Brethren  in  Grand  Lodge  convened  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  ami 
prudent  in  our  limited  session. 

Masonic  Charities,  generally,  will  doubtless  be  ably  dealt  with 
bv  our  V.-.W.'.  Grand  Treasurer  in  his  report  on  the  State  of  the 
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"Futul  (if  RciK'volonrc;"  ho  will  also,  in  nil  pr.)l)iiliilit,v,liav(Mlu('  ivf^anl 
to  the  ri^solntion  piissod  liiHt  SoHHioii  with  rcfcnMico  to  the  niiiiihcriiif,' 
of  such  caH(>H.  In  addition  to  the  UHual  assiHtancos  to  transient  and 
jM'unih'HH  lircthnm  nccdin}^  aid  to  get  to  San  I"'ranciHco  and  ho  forth, 
1  may  nicnlioii  that  the  Hum  of  ij^'J.')  has  been  forwjirded  to  the  "Anatolia 
Krlief  ('oniniiltoo,"  (!onHtantin(»i»le,  and  $ii^)  to  the  Ih-ethreii  in  Zante, 
(in'eco,  to  assist  in  huilding  a  Masonie  Hall ;  they  must  not  measure

Victoria,  B.  C,  18th  June,  1881. 
To  THE  M.'.W.'.G.'.L  '.  OF  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of  British  Columbia: 

The  Board  of  General  Purposes  submit  their  Annual  Report  for 

18.S0-81,  as  follows: 

1.  There  have  been  eight  sessions  of  the  Board  during  the  past 
year,  viz:  on  the  8th  July,  1880;  23d  July,  1880;  1st  September,  1880; 
oth  November,  1880;  30th  March,  1881;  12th  May,  1881;  16th  June,

4.  There  have  been  no  appeals  from  a  subordinate  Lodge  as  to  ex- 
pulsion or  suspension  of  members  during  the  past  year. 

5.  The  subject  of  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  referred  to  the  Board  at  last  Session  for  neces- 
sary action ,  has  been  dealt  with  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  a  Committee 
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duly  appointed  by  tho  Boanl,  and  printed  in  the  Prooeodings  of  lust 

year  as  recommended;  the  substance  of  which  will  be  found  on  pp.  1 1 
and  45. 

<».  The  recommendation  of  the  Board,  with  reference  to  rednctiim 
of  (lueH  to  Grand  Tjodgo  and  Benevolent  Funil,  jjaHsed  last  Session. 
has  been  carri<'d  into  effect;  said  reductions  dating  from  the  Ist  Mardi, 
1880;  the  various  Lodges  notified  of  suid  Amendnumt  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  Ileturns  of  Subordinate  Lodges  rendered  in  keej^ing  there- 
with. 

7.  A  further  recommendaticm  of  tho  Board  with  reference  to  tiic 
transfer  by  Grand  Lodge  of  11  shares  in   the  Building  to  Vancouver 
Quadra  Lodge,  and  passed  last  Sessicm,  has  been  slightly  modifit'd  In- 
paying  said  Lodge  the  sum  of  .'i?22«)  iXJ  cash,  in  lieu  of  shares  voted, 
which  action  your  Board  asks  you  to  endorse. 

8.  Pursuant  to  instructions  from  Grand  Lodge,  the  "United 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  Cuba"  was  officially  recognised  on  the  23d 
July,  1880,  and  the  customary  exchange  of  liein-esentatives  effected. 

9.  Another  matter  referred  to  the  Board  for  such  action  as  tlicv 
might  deem  proi)er,  was  that  of  rent  being  jiaid  for  the  room  occu|)icd 
by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  also  used  as  a  Board  Room,  on  whicli 
subject  your  Board  beg  to  report  that  it  has  authorized  the  payment  of 
$50  00  annually,  out  of  Grand  Lodge  funds. 

10.  Your  Board  has  also  authorized  the  Trustees  of  Grand  Tiod^o 
and  Benevolent  Funds  to  purchase,  from  time  to  time,  certain  shiuc.'* 
in  the  Masonic  Building  from  various  Brethren,  as  funds  were  availa- 
ble, amounting  in  all  to  i)?620  00. 

11.  Documents  from  a  Masonic  Committee  in  Constantiii()j)lo. 
dated  24th  May  and  19th  June,  1880,  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  tlic 
Board,  in  reference  to  the  "Anatolia  Famine  Relief  Committee,"  and. 
inasmuch  as  freciuont  calls  have  been  made  on  the  Brethren  for  inci- 
dental charities,  the  Board  deemed  it  advisable  to  authorized  a  donation 
of  $25  00  from  the  Fund  of  Benevolence,  which  has  been  forwarded 
through  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia,  but  up  to  the  present  has  not 
been  acknowledged. 

13,  A  Communication  from  Bro.  Henry  Robertson,  P.'.D.'.D/.G.', 
M.*.  of  Canada,  in  rcjference  to  the  publication  of  a  "Masonic  Digest 
and  Jurisprudence,"  has  been  received,  and  the  purchase  of  one  copy 
authorized,  for  general  information. 

14.  Various  circular  letters  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  the 
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Hnpromo  Council  of  Madrid,  and  Unitod  Onmd  Lodge  of  ('olon  niid 
Cnha,  have  been  reccivod  by  the  Board.  Thesn  fommunii-ations  liiivo 
roforence  to  supremacy  of  jurisdiction,  tVc  ,  and  have  been  left  in 
abeyance  until  time  or  circumstances  demand  action. 

15.  Your  Board  regrets  having  to  annotmce  the  death  of  Bro. 
Allen  Hill  Crowe,  the  M. '.W.*.  CJrand  Muster  of  Masons  in  Nova 
Scotia,  us  also  the  death  of  R.'.W.*.  Bro.  William  G.  Form,  of  the 
(Jrand  Lodge  of  Wyoming.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  circular  letters 
conveying  the  sad  tidings,  these  Brethren  wei-e  held  in  high  esteem 
luuong  the  Craft  of  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

16.  The  Board  has  again  to  express  regret  that  the  stores  forming 
the  basement  of  the  Masonic  Temple  still  remain  unoccupied,  and  that 
owing  to  an  expenditure  of  some  $145  (K),  for  necessary  repairs  to  the 
roof,  the  interest  on  shares  in  said  building  will  not  exceed  3;%'  ))er 
cent.  A  statement  of  Ke(?eipts  and  Expenditure,  as  also  the  usual  aj)- 
portionment  of  Interest  will  be  made  up  to  the  30th  Juno,  and  the 
amounts  paid  on  the  2d  July.  These  statements  will  be  found  in  the 
appendices  of  the  printed  Proceedings,  1880-81. 

17.  There  has  been  no  vacancies  in  the  Board  from  change  of  res- 
idence, death,  or  other  cause,  all  of  which  are  matters  of  congratulation 
to  us  as  a  Board,  and  we  trust  to  the  Brethren  generally. 

18.  Certain  Correspondence  in  connection  with  the  affairs  of  the 
widow  of  Past  Master  Thompson,  of  ('ariboo  Lodge,  No.  4,  of  this 
jurisdiction,  will  be  laid  before  you  in  order  that  such  action  may  be 
taken  as  may  tend  to  relijne  the  disabilities  under  which  she  labors, 
and  make  such  provisions  as  tin;  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will 
fairly  warrant. 

]!).  The  Board  has  extreme  gratification  in  announcing  that  a 
Lodge  is  about  to  be  formed  at  Yale,  the  Petition  has  been  received 
and  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  complied  with,  and  your 
Board  therefore  recommends  that  a  Charter  be  issued  to  "Cascade 
Lodge,  No.  10,"  with  every  fraternal  wish  for  their  prosperity.

Uiulor 
this  iiK^tiiphor  w<>  sliiill  stMik  to  set  forth  the  ohjoct  of  Vvvo  Masonry. 
Masons,  of  course  in  the  literal  sens(\  are  builders.  They  are  employ 
ed  in  the  eonstrueliiui  of  various  ediliees  -shops,  olhces,  eottajjfes, 
mansions,  palaces  and  tent])l(>s.  rh(>sc  \vorks  arc  of  the  }:;r(>atest  utility, 
as  l)v  their  means,  the  fruits  of  tht»  earth  are  stortnl,  skill  manufar 
tures,  trade  carriivs  on  its  operations,  education  t'lnds  a  seat,  law  n 
throne,  n^ligion  a  tiimplu,  and  man  a  honno.  Tlu\v  are  the  adornmeiit 
of  our  hamlets,  towns  and  ejties,  of  which  we  are  jnstly  proud.  And 
around  them  clustiu*  many  of  our  fondest  (Mid(>arnients,  most  patriotic 
sentiuKMits  and  most  sacred  feelin}>s.  Such  is  the  b(>autiful  H^ifure  by 
whic'i  is  r(^prescnted  the  hij^h  moral  purpose  of  Masonry — the  build ing 
of  charactiu*. 

First,  we  call  your  attention  to  the  building  itself.  Tn  buildiii;; 
great  importanc(»  is  attached  to  the  foundation.  The  wise  builder  is  most 
ean^fnl  just  here;  ho  digs  until  he  finds  the  hard  ground  or  solid 
ro«'k.  iVfasonry  lays  broad  and  diM'p  the  foundations  of  character  in 
})iety.  The  initiate  must  avow  his  faith  in  tlu»  Su|)r(>mo  God  ere  lie 
can  (Miter  her  portals.  The  Holy  Jiible  lies  oi)en  u|M)n  her  altar.  And 
solenui  prayiu"  is  acknowledged  to  be  man's  chief  source  of  h«>li). 

Ho  is  the  Great  Archite«'t  of  the  ITniverPO,  who  existed  l)of(  ro  it, 
l>lanned  it  in  inlinit(»  wisdom,  and  construot(»d  it  by  omnipotent  po\(>r. 
Ho  is  the  Grand  (Geometrician,  working  all  things  after  the  counsel  of 
iiis  own  will — excluding  alike  the  blind  chance  or  iron  fate  of  the 
Ancients,  the  nKM'hanical  force  or  mere  tendency  of  modern  scienco. 
He  is  th(^  Most  High  -overall,  guiding  all,  and  working  in  all  for  tlic 
accomplishment  of  his  own  sublime  purposes. 

Th»^  lettiU'S  by  which  we  spell  out  the  inelTablo  Name  signitio.i 
little,  "  A, rose  by  any  other  name  would  smell  as  sweet."  Homo  by 
any  other  apix^llation  would  be  as  full  of  endearment.  Hut  the  idcii  oi 
God  is  the  basis  of  our  morn/ih/.  WluMi  the  Grand  Orient  of  Fnuico, 
with  profane  hand,  removed  this  ancient  landmark  an  indignant  pro- 
test went  up  from  the  whole  Masonic  world,  showing  that  our  faith  in 
God  is  a  profound  convi<'tion. 

Secondly,  having  laid  the  foundation  thus  securely,  next  in  import- 
ance is  the  walls.  Tht^  buibbn*  seeks  materials  for  the  structure,  strmii;, 
enduring  and  beautiful,  that  which  will  prove  most  ctt»>ctual  against 
time  and  storm,  and  attractive  to  the  eye.  And  in  the  l)uildin!:;of 
character  Miusoury  looks  chiefly  to  integrity.  Uprightness  is  s(M  forth 
in  her  attitudes,  symbols  and  signs.      Little  importance  is  attacheil  to 
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opinions,  tlioy  dinnjj^o  witli  the  {^[i-owtli  of  iMiliglitcnincnt,  JicliofH 
HiUM'od  in  one  a^v  lu'conic  the  I'xecnition  of  iinotl)(>r.  IMon^  feeling  is 
not  tiiken  into  iu'oonnt,  it  viirics,  talu  h  itHcoinitlcxion  from  tho  ciroixni- 
sliinct!8  -)f  lifi',  tlio  stiit(>  of  llu>  hciiltli,  and  v\im  tlio  condition  of  tlm 
atinosphoro.  Integrity,  on  tli(>  contniry,  strcngtlii^nH  with  yoars.  Tho 
Jl(>Hh  nuiy  fail,  opinions  eluingc,  and  feelings  die,  bnt  honesty  of  sotil 
renews  its  yonth  like  tho  eagle,  and  plumes  its  wings  for  higlior 
ilight.  This  truly  Masonie  virtue  is  tho  host  security  of  life.  It 
8hi(dds  our  intorcsts,  guards  our  good  name,  and  throws  its  protecting 
arms  around  tho  sanctuary  of  homo  -more  elToetual  than  law,  force,  or 
oven  public  opinion,  is  tho  golilen  rule  written  in  the  heart !  Is  it  not 
also  tho  most  attractive  V  Y(ui  remendxu'  tho  familiar  aphorism,  "  An 
honest  man  is  tho  noblest  work  of  Ood  !"  Kaut,  tho  groat  Gorman, 
said,  "  Tho  two  grandest  objects  in  nature,  coming  within  tho  range  of 
our  observation,  aro  tho  starry  heavens  witlumt  and  tlu?  law  of  duty 
within."  And  a  greater  than  ho  said,  "All  things  whatsoever  yo 
would  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  do  ye  even  so  unto  them,  for  this 
is  the  law  and  tho  prophets." 

Thirdly,  having  laid  the  foundation  in  pi(!ty,  and  reared  tho  walls  in 
integrity,  Masonry  covers  the  structure  with  the  dome  of  benevolence. 
This  is  the  crowning  virtue.  Man  is  viewed  as  dependent  in  himself. 
Through  the  fickleness  of  fortune  \w.  may  at  any  time  become  poor  and 
pemiiloss,  and  he  i«  tlien  a  lawful  claimant  upon  his  more  favored 
Brethren.  As  every  atom  of  matter,  whether  it  lies  embedded  in  tho 
solid  rock,  is  tossed  upon  the  wave  top,  or  floats  in  the  atmosphere,  is 
connected  with  every  other  atom,  so  every  man,  whether  in  weal  or 
woo,  is  iudissolubly  joined  with  his  fellow  men.  Or  like  the  memlxu's 
of  the  body,  such  is  tho  symi)athy  between  them,  that  if  one  suffers, 
the  others  suffer  with  it.  And,  therefore,  Masonry  recognizes  tho 
obligation  to  "  rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice,  and  weep  with  them 
that  weep." 

Is  not  this  the  divine  view.  True  greatness  lies  not  in  wide  do- 
minion, or  lordship  over  others,  but  in  serving  love.  Did  he  not 
liiiuself  set  ua  tho  example  wh(>n  ho  took  tho  basin  f)f  water,  girded 
biiusclf  with  a  towel,  and  washed  tho  humble  disciples'  feet.  And  in 
the  final  account  the  work  which  will  receive  divinest  acknowledg- 
ment will  be  kindness  to  tho  lowliest  of  earth,  "  I  was  an  hungered 
and  yo  gave  mo  meat;  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  mo.  drink;  a  stranger,  and 
ye  took  me  in;  sick  and  in  prison,  and  yo  visited  mo.". ..."  Inasmuch 
asyo  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  di«l  it  unto 
me."    Such  is  tho  building  we,  as  Masons,  are  called  to  erect. 
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I  must  lunv  rail  your  attention  t)  somo  sppcial  poinis  as  to  iho. 
eonstrnction  of  the  Bnildinfr.  There  is  indift'eronco  as  to  the  (iuarrios 
where  the  ashhirs  are  found.  Masonry  takes  no  account  of  nationality, 
rank  or  creed;  k'iows  no  privileged  classes,  or  coiniuon  people;  pro- 
tests against  the  nationalism  higotiy  and  caste  feeling  of  the  times. 
To  the  ancient  Jew,  the  world  was  heathen;  to  the  Greek,  barbarian; 
and  to  the  modern  christian,  perhaps  inlidol.  The  Jews  i)ersecut(  il 
the  early  t'hurch,  and  tlie  church  in  turn  inflicted  upon  the  J(>\vs 
wrongs  at  which  we  turn  sick.  Catholics  cursed  Piotestants;  and 
Protestants  luited  Catholics;  sect  opposed  sect  in  bitterest  strife,  and 
with  what  sad  results.  People  living  on  opposite  sides  of  a  mountain 
chain  have  become  mortal  enemies.  Men  through  whose  veins  has 
flowed  the  hame  national  blood  have  hunted  each  other  like  beasts  of 
prcj'.  And  through  the  perverting  influence  of  bigoti-y  a  man's  woist 
foes  have  nestled  in  his  own  household.  Masonry  breaks  down  those 
dividing  walls,  gathers  those  sundered  fragments  of  humanity,  and  be- 
comes the  one  touch  of  nature  which  makes  the  world  kin. 

Her  manner  of  building  is  singular.  Teaches  greatly  by  syuibols. 
Is  not  this  in  harmony  with  the  Divine  method?  Is  not  natnro 
herself  a  vast  tracing  boai'd  in  which  the  noblest  lessons  aro 
eoiiched?  The  starry  sky  is  an  eml)lera  of  God's  infinity.  The  snow- 
capped mountains  suggest  the  strength  of  Israel.  The  lightning 
quivering  in  the  sky  speaks  to  us  of  Almighty  power.  The  fraik'.4. 
bird  as  it  flits  from  bough  to  boiigh  tells  of  an  ever  thoughtful  Provi- 
dence. And  the  tiniest  flower  that  blooms  may  stir  feelings  that  lie 
too  deep  for  tears. 

We  find  the  same  thing  in  common  life.  The  worn  ring  upon  the 
wasted  flngei  \s  an  insignificant  thing;  yet  it  tells  of  scenes  of  conju- 
gal felicity  almost  paradisiacal.  The  little  shoo  hidden  away  in  some 
dark  drawer,  you  would  not  look  at  it  the  second  time,  but  it  revoala 
to  the  mother  a  dear  bosom  guest  long  since  passed  to  the  arms  of 
God.  The  torn  flag,  a  mere  shred  of  shattered  bunting  hanging  on 
the  armory  wall,  it  is  good  for  nothing!  List!  it  calls  to  mind  a 
patriotism  Avhich  shed  its  best  blood  for  the  nation's  good  ! 

Is  it  strange  then  that  Masons  should  discern  a  sacred  lore  in  the 
square,  compasses,  lambskin,  and  sprig  of  accacia?  Walk  then  my 
brethren  amid  the  symbolism  of  the  lodge  without  shame;  bind  (m 
your  jewels  with  manly  pride,  only  see  that  their  lessons  are  taken  to 
heart. 

Our  working  is  secn^t.  This  is  made  matter  of  complaint.  Onr 
pattern  is  the  erection  of  Solomon's  Temi)le      The  materials  were  pre- 
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pared in  the  (quarries  of  Zyeredathah  and  tlie  forests  of  Labanon.  The 
sound  of  a  hammer  was  not  heard  in  the  building.  Stone  fitted  to 
stone,  timber  joined  with  timber,  and  keystone  found  its  place  in 
silence.  We  claim  here  also  to  be  true  to  nature.  Has  creation  evtu* 
divulged  her  secret?  Astronomy  in  its  farthest  walks  into  the  fields  of 
space  has  never  witnessad  the  active  operation  of  creative  energy, 
(leology  looks  in  vain  through  all  the  rocky  strata  for  the  working  of 
that  power  which  laid  eairth's  strong  foundations.  Chemistry  watches 
with  wonder  the  combinations  of  matter,  but  fails  to  discover  the  force 
l)y  whicii  they  are  produced.  The  laboratory  of  life  has  closed  tloors. 
The  pliysiologist  has  never  even  glanced  into  the  secret  chamber  of 
life's  Avorking.  The  motlior  may  watch  the  babe  as  it  passes  from 
childhood  to  youth,  and  from  youth  to  manhood,  and  becomes  the 
stat!"  of  her  declining  years;  but  the  process  of  growth  eludes  even  the 
eye  of  love.  Tlie  modus  operandi  of  Providence  is  in  like  manner 
hidden  from  us— a  wheel  within  a  wheel— moving  through  the  ages 
with  resistless  might,  controlling  all  events,  out  of  evil  still  educing 
good.  What  eye  has  ever  detected  the  secret  sping?  Mystery 
reigns  around  us  ! 

The  customs  of  society  lend  us  sui)port  in  this  respect.  The 
transactions  of  business  winch  elfect  the  distribution  of  capital  and  the 
operations  of  indiistry  are  not  proclaimed  in  the  market,  but  kepi 
within  the  counting  house.  Home  has  its  bosom  secrets  which 
a  stranger  intermeddletli  not  with.  And  true  religion  hides  herself  in 
a  han(iueting  house  where  the  foot  of  the  profane  may  not  tread.  Is 
prayer  a  first  duty?  "  When  thou  prayest  enter  into  thy  closet," — the 
most  retired  spot — "and  when  thou  has  shut  thy  door," — so  that 
even  thy  familiar  friend  may  not  see  thy  devotions— "  pray  to  thy 
Father  which  seeth  in  secret."  Is  the  denial  of  appetite  sometimes 
beneficial?  "  But  then  when  thou  fastest  anoint  thy  head  and  wash 
thy  face  that  thou  appear  not  unto  men  to  fast."  Are  we  called  to  the 
exorcise  of  benevolence?  "When  thou  givest  thine  alms  let  not  thy 
left  hand  know  what  thy  right  hand  doeth  that  thine  alms  may  be  in 
secret."  Is  it  a  fault  then  that  Masonry  does  not  lift  the  veil  from  her 
sacred  mysteries  ? 

It  remains  to  show  tlie  purpose  of  the  building.  First,  it  is 
for  the  worship  of  God,  not,  indeed,  with  imposing  ceremonies. 
Divine  worship,  we  think,  has  been  modelled  after  the  ceremonial  of 
earthly  courts,  having  lords  in  waiting,  peculiar  vestments  and  genu- 
flections. All  that  is  gross  superstition.  Surely  what  is  noblest  in 
ourselves  is  likest  to  God.     Fulsome  adulation  would  be  distasteful  to

Yoin-  Cominittoe,  to  whom  tlio  addross  of  the  M.'.W.'.O.'.M.*.  has 
bo(ui  roforrcil,  report  thiit  they  have  carefully  consitlered  the  same, 
and  find  from  it  (Muae  of  conKi'ivtuhvtion  to  the  craft.  Although  onr 
numbers,  during  the  past  year,  have  slightly  diminished,  our  means 
have  incuvased,  and  brighter  prospects  for  the  immediate  future  arc 
discernable.  The  determination  to  permit  none  to  join  our  order, 
but  those  that  are  worthy  and  true— a  cour.se  that  has  time  anl  again 
been  urged  by  our  M.'.W.'.G.'.M.'. — is  evidently  bearing  good  fruit. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  since  our  last  annual  communication 
every  Lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  body  has  been  visit- 
ed by  the  M.'.W."  G.'.M.'.  personally  or  by  deputy,  and  the  reports 
made  of  the  attendance  at  these  st-veral  gatherings,  the  manner  in 
which  the  work  was  exemplified,  and  the  harmony  that  prevailed  prove 
conclusively  the  growing  interest  taken  in  all  matters  pertaining  toth(> 
good  of  the  Order. 

Your  Committee,  also  notice,  with  satisfaction,  the  application  of 
the  brethren  at  Yale  for  a  charter  for  a  new  Lodge,  and  have  every 
confidence  that  they  will  discharge  the  duties  of  Masonry  in  a  consti- 
tutional manner  according  to  the  forms  of  the  Order  and  the  laws  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Our  relations  with  foreign  Grand  bodies,  we  are  assured,  is  peace- 
ful and  harmonious  ;  and  your  Committee  feel  pleased  with  the 
increasing  notice  taken  by  them  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  with  tlie 
kindly  sentiments  so  often  expressed,  as  shown  in  their  various  jirinted 
proceedings.  The  recommendation  of  the  brethren  to  be  Grand 
llepresentatives  near  this  Grand  Lodge  is  fully  endorsed. 

Notwithstanding  the  small  funds  available  for  relief,  it  is  pleasant 
to  know  that  all  proper  calls  for  this  purpose  have  been  cheerfully 
met,  and  the  Grand  Master's  remarks  on  this  subject  are  worthy  of 
special  consideration. 

We  learn  with  regret  that  death  has  removed  several  of  our  mem- 
bei's,  as  well  as  severu^  eminent  members  of  other  jurisdictions.  This 
demoDstrates  the  iaet  that  still  the  work  of  death  and  decay  goes  on, 
and  that  members  of  our  institution  cannot  escape  the  universal  doom 
of  man. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  suggestions  of  the  M.'.W.'. 
G.'.M.-.,  with  regard  to  revising  and  reprinting  the  Constitution,  be 
{•arried  out  and  referred  for  that  purpose  to  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes. 
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The  Masonic  works  mentioned  by  tho  M.". W.".G.".M.\  are  both 
interesting  and  useful,  aiul  it  is  hoped  that  tlu^  announciMnont  of  these 
publications  will  induce  members  to  become  contributors  for  the  same. 

In  conclusion,  Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  energy  and  ability,  which  for  years,  have  characterized 
the  proceedings  f)f  our  M.\  W. •.(!.•. M.*.,  and  now  that  he  is  about  to 
resign  the  gavel  to  your  hands,  we  feel  certain  that  tho  raond)ers  of 
this  jurisdi(^tion  will  join  with  us  in  Avishing  him  a  long  and  prosper- 
ous career,  that  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  may  be  pleased  to 
bestow  on  him  every  blessing,  and  that  he  may  long  be  spared  to 
dwell  amongst  us  and  assist  us  in  our  deliberations  for  tho  welfare  of 
the  craft.

3.  No  Brother  shall  be  eligible  for  Worshipful  Master  till  he  has 
serveil  a  term  as  Warden,  and  able  to  confer  the  Entered  Apprentice, 
Fellow  Craft  and  Master  Mason  Degrees,  and  deliver  all  the  lectures; 
except  in  case  of  new  Lodges,  or  by  special  dispensation  of  M  .W.*. 
Grand  Master. 

4.  Examinations  as  to  jiroficiency  are  to  be  held  in  the  presence  of 
a  Board  of  Past  Masters  appointed  by  the  I'espective  Lodges  previous 
to  the  Annual  Election. 

5.  No  Brother  raised  to  the  Third  Degree,  shall  be  allowed  to 
exercise  his  right  as  a  Master  Mason,  nor  will  he  be  considered  or 
permitted  to  be  a  member  of  his  Lodge  until  he  has  proved  by  examin- 
ation his  proficiency  in  the  Degree. 

Bro.  Dalby,  as  representative  of  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3, 
moved  their  adoption.  Bro.  McLachlan,of  said  Lodge,  second- 
ed the  motion.  Both  explained  their  reasons  for  so  doing .  Bro. 
Baker  explained  that  the  representatives  of  "Ashlar  Lodge,  No. 
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3,"  and  "Cariboo  Lod^jje,  No.  4,"  had  been  instructed  by  resolu- 
tion of  their  respective  Lodj^es  to  vote  in  favor  of,  and  use  every

tne  Book  of  Constitutions  may  be  amended  accordingly. 

Bro.   Eli    Harrison,  Jr.,    moved  as  an   amendment  to  Bro. 
Dalby's   motion,   that  said    "Notices  of  Motion"  be  considered 
clause    by    clause.       Bro,    P.-.G.-.M.-.    Harrison  explained  his 
views  upon  the   subject  under  discussion,  as  also  did  Bro.  P.-. 
(j  -.M.-.  Williams.       V.-.W.-.    Waitt  explained  bis  views,  like- 
wiee  Bros.  Thorne,  Baker,  Eli  Harrison,  Jr.,  and  A.  R.  Milne. 
Bro.  Kelly  suggested    that   a   vote    be   taken  as  to  whether  tho 
Notices  of  Motion  should   be   now   dealt  with  clause  by  clause, 
or  be  referred  as  a  wh.'>!e  lo  the  Bjard  of  General  Purposes  for 
necessary  action.
